Oil Company Deplores Lack of
Housing Accommodations

One ot the fftjp'executives of the 
Chanslor-Canfield Midway Oil Com­ 
pany, operating a score of wells in 
the Torrance western field and 
whose payroll is averaging more 
than |50,000 a week informed a 
representative ofephe Herald today 
that of the more than 200 men 
now employed, nine-tenths would 
make thefr homes in Torrance If 
houses or rooms could be secured.

"Torrance business men and those 
interested in the . upbuilding of the 
city fall to realize the vast amount 
of money they are losing monthly 
by their attitude of indifference to 
the needs of the oil workers in the 
matter of supplying a place in 
which to live.

"Since March 3 we have taken 
on more than 100 men, each of

STREET WORK 
IS DISCUSSED 

AT CITY HALL
Property Owners Meet

to Learn Facts of
Improvements

A neighborhood meeting was held 
at the city hall Thursday night to 
discuss the work to be done on 
Amapola and the streets adjoining, 
Andreo and Gramercy south of Car­ 
son, Andreo south of 222nd street 
and Plaza Del Amo. There was a 
good attendance from the Ama­ 
pola district, the other two dis­ 
tricts, Andreo and Gramercy^ south 
of Carson, and Plaza Del AmtKand 
Andero south of 222nd street wwe 
not so well represented. Mayor 
Fitzhugh being delayed, Mr, Jes- 
sup, city engineer, acted a» «IWklr- 
man and opened the meetinV by 
stating both sides were there for 
advice, ''fie then proceeded to tell 
of the different ways to secure ,,the 
money for the work from the peo­ 
ple. There are three ways gener­ 
al taxes, special taxes and general 
bonds. Street work is generally 
paid for by special tax or general 
bonds. Special tax against the 
property which 18 a lien against 
the property assessed and becomes 
due when assessment notice is 
served and can be paid at once or 
may be paid inside of two years 
without interest. On account of 
the difference in the character of 
the work to be done, the streets 
to be paved were divided into three 
districts. Amapola and the ad­ 
jacent streets were made one dis­ 
trict. There has been no street 
work done here with the exception 
of placing the curb. Many of the 
residents of this district do not 
feel that they would like to go to 
a great expense in paving the. 
streets as the future of the district 
is uncertain on account of the oil 
situation and the railroad coming 
so close to it. These people seemed 
to be In favor of gravel and oil 
being placed on tlie street in such 
a manner that it will make a good 
bed. for future paving.

Mayor Fitzhugh arrived by this 
time and took part in the discus­ 
sion.

The conditions on Plaia Del Amo 
and Andreo south of 222nd street 
were much the same as those In 
the Amapola district but unlike 
the people from that district, those 
present from this one want a more 
expensive grade of work.

Petitions are now being circu­ 
lated among the property owners 
in these two districts to have the 
work done.

/ ^ramercy and Andreo avenues 
',,-We been paved once but the 
water getting under the surface 
hag caused this street to break 
ba^ly i» places. Repaint on this 
district are to be made with rock 
and oil, which will make a good 
street. The petition for this work 
was presented to the city trustees 
two weeks ago. After some dls- 
cuaslon by those present the meet- 
tut; adjourned.-

Within the next 80 days oil 
derricks will have made their first 
appearance la the southern end of 
the city ot Torrance, according to 
officials of the W. M. Keck Drill­ 
ing Company, that Monday closed 
a lease of an ac»« on Arlington 
street near the Lomlta boundary.

The acre, on which the drilling 
company guarantee to drill within 
three months and for which It 
paid a cash bonus of $1500, Is 
owned jointly by Mrs. Lucy M. 
Reeves, mother of Hurum Reeves, 
and L. A. Wesley.

The property is on the west side 
or Arlington in Tract 8T67 and 
consists of Lots 7 and 8, In Block 
(i, each being a half acre la ex­ 
tent.

It Is understood that the K*ck 
Interests have also absorbed the 
latter* lease on the other acre la 
the same block and tract giving. 
them two full acres on which they 
will drill Immediately. The leas- 
lug of this property by this oil 
concern, said to be among the larg­ 
est Independent producers in South­ 
ern California, has stimulated both 
Interest and prices in this section 
oi' the city and already several oth­ 
er l«a*«H In the Immediate victnty 
of ths tract are beng negottted.

Three Wells On 
Carson St. Now 

In the Oil Sand
Torrance 4 and 5 and Torrance Commu­ 

nity No. 3 Cemented Off at Average 
Depth of 3025 Feet

Three wells, just east of produc­ 
tion on Carson street, and, from 
which big production is expected, 
reached the oil sand this week and 
are ready to cement. The reports 
from all three wells are to the ef­ 
fect that they look better than any 
of the wells yet put down. A fourth 
well near this group is expected 
to reach the oil sand within the 
next week or ten days. ^

Two of the wells in the oil sand 
are Torrance No. 4 and No. 5 on 
tb« Chanslor-Canfield Midway lease 
and Torrance Community No. 3, 
an offset to Torrance No. 4 on the 
Chanslor-Canfield Midway lease.

Torrance No. 4 is re-cementing 
at 2986 feet and Torrance No. 5 Is 
cementing the ten-inch string at 
3060 feet.

These wells have tapped the top 
of the oil sand and will be drilled 
through to production as soon as 
cement has hardened sufficiently.

Though the wells immediately to 
the west were brought in between 
3540 and 3590 feet it Is possible 
the new wells may have to go a 
ittle deeper as the oil sand seems 
:o be dipping to the east. This is 
shown by the fact that the new 
wells are striking the sand at a 
greater depth than those to the 
vest. In the case of Torrance No. 6, 
the sand is being reached at about 
100 feet deeper than in Torrance 
No. 4 which Is only two locations 
away.

The Hub Oil Company is pushing 
down Smith No. 1 at a fast .clip 
and yesterday afternoon it had 
reached 2600 feet. It is an offset 
to Torrance No. 5 and should be 
In the oil sand within the next 
ten days unless unexpected diffi* 
cutties are encountered.

The Gllmore Petroleum Com­ 
pany's well just east of Smith No. 
L is running into hard drilling and 
lias on'ly reached the 1000 foot 
level. The Hub well to the north 
of Gllmore No. 1 Is down 900

Torrance No. 6, on the Chana- 
lor-Canfield Midway lease, north Of 
the Hub lease spudded In Wednes­ 
day and is reported to be making 
good progress.

On the south side of Carson 
street, the Chanslor-Canfleld Mid­ 
way Oil Company prepared to. ex­ 
tend its operations still farther to 
the east and located Torrance No. 
7 as an offset to Getty's No. 1 well 
which is now rigging up with ro­ 
tary machinery. The road into 
Torrance No. 7 was completed yes­ 
terday and work started on tha 
derrick.

The Chanslor-Canfleld Midway 
Oil Company's activity on the Del 
Amo lease, just west of the west­ 
ern limits ot Torrance, is keeping 
pace with the drilling on the Do­ 
minguez Land 'Corporation's hold- 
Ing. Del Amo No. 4, at the bend 
of Carson street and Del Amo No. « 
on the east edge ot Redondo are 
rigging up for Immediate drilling. 
The derrick for Del Amo No. 7 is 
under contsructlon.

On the west slde v of the field, 
the Standard Oil Company has two 
wells in the oil sand. They are 
Kirke No. 3 and Felkner 'Mb. 1. 
Both are expected to be snmU pro­ 
ducers. The Shell also baa -* new 
well, Torrance No. 1, in the oil 
sand and expects to bring the well 
in within the next week. A good 
oil showing has been encountered 
in this well and a 200-barrel pro­ 
ducer is looked for.

Only the delay in the arrival of 
an engine and two pumps is hold­ 
ing up the drilling in R. W. Edens' 
well at the corner of Western ave­ 
nue and 213th street. All the ro­ 
tary equipment is on hand and, 
according to the officials of the 
company, drilling would start Sat­ 
urday efternoon, if the engine were 
delivered. It is not expected now, 
however, until the first part of 
next week. The rotary machinery 
was delivered at the well last week.
